the Region provides funding to the Children’s Aid Society and has 
representation on the CAS Board

the Region provides funding to the Metro Toronto Regional Conservation 
Authority and the Credit Valley Conservation Authority. Regional Councillors sit 
on the Board providing Regional representation. 


Assisted Child Care $5.02 


the Region operates 11 child care centres in Brampton and Mississauga, and 
provides subsidized child care for qualifying needs tested parents to enable low 
income parents to work or to obtain job skills 





Transit for the Disabled $3.54 
provides bus/taxi transportation to people with disabilities 
Emergency Programs $1.82 


the 9-1-1 service, Regional Fire Co-ordination and Emergency Measures planning 
are co-ordinated through Emergency Programs 


Heritage $1.70 
materials relating to Peel’s heritage are collected, preserved and displayed at
